In fact, they are 
‘ conservative Mormons.' If the < Jiureh of 
Christ were manipulated by them, it would

The Governor 
called a peace conference, at which both 
factions were equally represented- and 
agreed how the Deputy Sheriffs who did 
the killing should be taken from jail and 
transferred to I .as Vegas for a preliminary 
hearing. The case is proceeding to-day, 
and will be continued to a finish to-morrow. 
The Governor issued a proclamation this 
afternoon tendering the thanks of the peo­ 
ple of the Territory to General Bradley, U. 
S. A., for supplying troops to suppress the 
trouble.

•question of the abandonment of the doc 
trine of plurality of wives. 
In the mere 
announcement that the church authentic 
will bring the subject before the conference 
is disclosed the weakness of the Mormon 
faith and the hollowness of the whole 
scheme of the Mormon religion. Poly 


am y, the scaling of the women to men that 
their soul’s salvation may lie secured, i; 
tenet of the Mormon faith having its origin 
in Divine revelation or in the trickery and 
hollowness of human wickedness. 
If, now, 
this is a revelation and caine from God 
Ilimself, how can any human authority 
contravene or alter it ? 
In the very act of 
discussing the question there is sacrificed 
the “ principle” upon which the sub­ 
structure of the Mormon theocracy i 
erected. 
It is a confession of the human 
origin of the doctrine of plural marriage, 
and, as a consequence, the destruction of 
Che whole scheme of Mormonism liecomcs 
certain. 
Mormonism, as a religion is in 
decadence; the proposed action testifies to 
the fact, and reveals the coming of the 
day when the veil shall be rent and the 
dupes of wily priests Ik? disabused of their 
faith.

It appears to be a settled fact that the 
sailors have gained their point andthat the 
strike is practically over. The owners of 
coasting vessels have acceded to the terms 
demanded by the men, and that settles the 
whole matter. This strike lias resulted in 
a most thorough organization of the .Sail­ 
ors’ Union. 
\Y idle Chief Clerk of the Board of Light­ 
house Commissioners in 1881, Jack Best 
committed a number of forgeries, for which 
he was sent to San Quentin for ten years. 
One of the last official acts of President 
Arthur was to pardon him. The pardon 
was granted because of Best's ifl-hcaltli. 
It was received at San Quentin on Monday 
last, and be was at once liberated.

A tailor lias filed

atrical manager. The tailor in his com­ 
plaint states that some months since Mc­ 
Dowell ordered made a suit of clothes to 
cost the sum prayed for.

The customs authorities have received

received for codes, statutes or ballot paper. 
All the money witness received he paid 
over to Reynolds. 
On cross-examination he said he received 
some of the money for Supreme Court re­ 
ports and turned it over to Reynolds. Rey­ 
nolds also received money for Supreme 
Court reports. 
In redirect examination he said: “ In 
making up my ballot paper book, in 
August, Esso, I put in all the items 1 could 
get front Reynolds. 
He had kept the bal­ 
lot paper book to that date.”

The next witness, testified that lie was a 
truckman, and was acquainted with -Mr. 
Craft in 1882. 
At that time he was janitor 
of the State Capitol building. 11c recol­ 
lected delivering a lot of ballot paper at the 
State Capitol on the 15th of December, 1882. 
The amount delivered was 240 bundles. 
On 
cross-examination 
witness 
said: 
“They never have bills of lading at the 
steamer landing where I got (lie paper. 
I 
received it from the agent, Mr. McMitchell." 


1ÍARRY GAMBLE, 
Being recalled, said he never told Fred 
Woodworth nor Wigginton that Reynolds 
was innocent and that Burns was the guilty 
party. He told Wigginton that Reynolds 
had told him (Gamble) that he had in bis 
possession all of Burns’ cash tags, and 1 
said if that is so, Reynolds had nothing to 
fear. Reynold did tell me that he bail all 
of Bums’ tags. I can write Burns’ name 
or signature so nearly like bis own that he 
could not at times tell himself whether he 
wrote it or not. [Here Gamble wrote “ D. 
M. B urns” on a piece of paper, which was 
shown to the jury, compared with the sig­ 
nature of Burns as it appeared on docu­ 
ments in evidence, and which plainly 
showed that Mr. Gamble was very clever 
in imitating the style and penmanship of 
another.] 
FE L IX TRACY, 
Agent for Wells, Fargo & Co. in this city, 
identified several receipts given by Rey­ 
nolds for money received by the latter. 
Among tlie moneys so received were 
several items that had been received within 
two hours after lie wont into office, which 
have never been accounted for to the State, 
and which amounted in the aggregate to 
$42. 
Mr. Hart at this point offered in evidence 
several vouchers for purchases of ballot 
paper. 


J . O. COLEMAN. 
The next witness, said be was engaged in 
the brokerage business in this city in Feb­ 
ruary, 1880. He remembered indistinctly 
a transaction in that month, in which lie 
was paid a check of $400 by George Gale, 
for Reynolds, to be applied to a purchase 
of certain mining stocks. Witness then 
exhibited his books showing a record of the 
transaction. 
d . m . m uxs. 
The defendant in the case, was next placed 
on the stand. He said lie lived in Sacra­ 
mento, where lie had resided since 1879; 
was 39 years of age. and a man of family. 
He was elected to the office of Secretary of 
State in 1879, and served in that capacity 
for three years. During the time I was 
Secretary of State Thomas H. Reynolds 
was my deputy. 
The lust five months 
of 
my 
term 
George 
Gale 
served 
in 
that 
capacity. 
I 
remember 
the 
date 
Reynolds " left 
my 
office. 
It 
was 
July 31, 1882, in the afternoon. 
I requested his resignation and showed 
my written demand for the same to Mr. 
Gale before serving it upon Reynolds. 
I 
laid it upon Reynolds' desk, as I was ex­ 
pecting him that morning. 1 have a dis­ 
tinct recollection of this transaction, it 
being one brought about by circumstances 
that made an impression not easily forgot­ 
ten. I kept no copy of the letter. Pre­ 
vious to writing the demand for his resig­ 
nation, 1 personally demanded it several 
days before he went to San Francisco. The 
same day 1 demanded his resignation by 
letter I attended a meeting of the Board of 
Examiners, and when 1 returned from that 
meeting 1 found 
Reynolds’ resignation 
lying on my desk. I did not then know 
that lie was behind in the accounting of the 
fees of his office, but had known for three 
or four months that Reynolds was behind 
in his ballot-paper account. In February, 
1882, I was informed by Charles Cogían 
that W. R. Pond desired to see me. 
1 
called upon Mr. Pond and he informed me 
that rumors were afloat to the effect that 
there was something Wrong about my 
ballot-paper account. 


THAT WAS TH E FIRST INTIM ATION 
That I had of any crookedness iu the office. 
I immediately footed up the accounts and 
found the deficiencies. I called Reynolds 
into the private office, and he then and 
there admitted that he had used the money 
to assist Wm. Stuart, of San Francisco, but 
that lie would be able shortly to repay the 
amount so appropriated. 
Reynolds then 
suggested the course that 1 pursued, that 
was. to file a statement with the Controller 
stating that ballot paper had been bought 
with cash received from the sales of paper. 
The report was incorrect, as the money 
represented as having been paid for paper 
was money be had stolen. He said he 
would raise the money from the sale of his 
interest in a street-sweeping machine in 
San Francisco. In July I received from 
what J considered reliable sources that 
Reynolds bad made $0,000 in San Fran­ 
cisco. 1 then thinking it an opportune 
time to make a demand, insisted upon 
bis making good li.s accounts, aim when 
be did not J discharged him. I made a 
contract for 1,200 reams of paper. That 
paper was contracted tor with a view to 
using it in the fall election of 1882, but as 
we found we had enough on hand for that 
election we did not use any of it. At the 
lime the contract was made 


left in rnv office, which went to show a 
branch of stealing that I had no knowledge 
of before, as in my investigations I had not 
' 
It was with refer­ 
ence to this development, entirely new to 
nva, that I made the remark, “ this par­ 
alyzes me, ar.d 1 knew nothing of this be­ 
fore.” 
1 had firmly resolved to report the matter 
to the Governor, but on consultation with 
Albert Hart, his private Secretary, he ad­ 
vised me not to say anything about it, and 
I did not. 
The report for August, 1882, was correct, 
and at that time I was in ignorance of the 
deficiencies in fees. When 1 discovered

IM M ENSITY OF REYNOLDS’ 
PECULATIONS 
I instructed Gale not to make any pay­ 
ments into the treasury until 1 slioiild di­ 
re c t him. After the interview with Rey­ 
nolds, of December Gth, I went to Wood­ 
land and tried to again raise the money. 
Failing. I came back, and used the fees of 
the office to take up 
the ballot-paper 
contract. 
I 
knew 
if 
the 
contract 
was 
not 
taken 
up 
by 
money 
outside of the appropriation that it would 
lead to discovery, and this would ruin 
financially one of my bondsmen. I re­ 
ported and paid to the State all the money 
that I did not use for the purchase of ballot 
paper. The am ount diverted by me in fees 
was not sufficient to pay for the ballot 
paper, and 1 had to pay a portion of it out 
of inv own pocket. I paid A. F. Gunn 
$2,924 in coin and currency, and gave him 
my check for $2,000. I paid .84.000 of the 
State’s money for the last 1,200 reams pur­ 
chased. 
1 never received one dollar that was not 
accounted for to the State. Reynolds kept 
this cash book from about April 1, 1880. 
I 
never had the little cash book in my hands 
in my life. Many times in passing his 
desk Í observed him writing in it. There 
was never any discussion between us re­ 
garding that little book. Reynolds kept 
the little book locked up. 
Í was kept 
pretty busy as Secretary, being a member 
of the Board of Examiners. State Capitol 
Commissioners, and Superintendent ot the 
Capitol Grounds. 


1 TRUSTED REYNOLDS. 
I directed Reynolds to start this cash-book 
in April, 1880. Reynolds was not keeping 
any cash-book, giving an excuse that Beck 
had kept none. I told him lie must keep 
one. 
I never directed Reynolds in any 
mouth in 18S2 to make a new cash-book. 
1 presume Reynolds lias the little cash­ 
book yet. as at the first interview we had, 
after lie left my office, be said lie had it in 
San Francisco. 
I left the original blotters in the rotary 
desk. Don’t know whether Reynolds had 
keys to the doors or not after he left. He 
did have them at one time. 
When I wanted any money 1 would put 
my tag in the safe and take out the amount 
called for by the tag. The largest tag I 
ever had in the safe was one for$150, winch 
1 loaned the Sailor Boys’ Club of Sacra­ 
mento. A committee of the club came up 
to tlie Capitol and asked Governor Perkins 
and mvself to loan them that amount tonay

REYNOLDS WAS PROM ISING TO PAY. 
Reynolds had used in round numbers 
about $G.(X.HJ of ballot paper money. I met 
Mr. Pond after I discovered the deficiency, 
and showed him the result of my investi­ 
gation. Reynolds remained in the office 
writing up his books for three weeks after 
I discharged him. He finished them all 
up except the cash book. Mr. Gale write 
up tlie cash book for July from Reynoldat, 
private cash book and from a book Dan- 
f'orth kept of same items. A t that time I 
bad no suspicion that there was anything 
wrong in my office except in the ballot 
paper account. 
It was iu the last of Sep­ 
tember that I first discovered anything 
wrong 
in 
the 
fees. 
My first inti­ 
mation of 
tlie 
fact 
was 
when 
I 
was informed by Mr. Gamble that there 
was no entry on the fee or cash book of a 
certain article of incorporation. 
I then 
commenced an immediate investigation. 
First i examined the fee or cash book for 
January, 1880, and did not fiml any errors 
between them. I was then called away, 
iieing a member of the Republican State 
Central Committee. While in San Fran­ 
cisco, Reynolds, whom I met there, said 
there was nothing wrong, except possibly 
a few clerical errors. 
I then told him to 
come to Sacramento and go over the books 
with me. 
When I returned I set Mr. Gale 
to work examining the books, and in bis 
examination he discovered a large number 
of era?ures made by Reynolds in the blot­ 
ters. Reynolds came to Sacramento in re­ 
sponse to a letter from me. 
In the mean­ 
time I had discovered, with Gale’s assist­ 
ance, that there had been 
A LARGE AMOUNT OF CROOKEDNESS. 
I showed Reynolds those erasures, and he 
said the money had not been paid, 
that he would send 
for his private 
cash 
book 
and 
prove 
to 
me 
that he was right. He asked me to ap­ 
point him as a clerk. 
I told him .Meta 
Woodland was doing work, but that I would 
appoint him and pay him out of my own 
pocket. I asked him to come and go over 
the books with me and Gale. He replied: 
“ What in h—1 has Gale got to do witti it?" 
I told him I wanted him to go over the 
books with Gale, and he said: “ If you 
want it that way, you can go to h—1 with 
your examination.” 
Reynolds called on me that night, and 
tried to pacify me by saying lie was broke, 
etc. 
I told him that if the am ount was 
not too large for me that I would handle 
it. Gale anti I then made a thorough ex­ 
amination, and found that the amount 
stolen amounted to at least $18,000, which 
was much more money than I had, and I 
considered myself 
BANKRUPT, AND PERHAPS DISGRACED. 
The amount of the defalcation and the la­ 
bor of examining, and the worry and fret­ 
ting resulting therefrom, brought me down 
to a sick bed. Reynolds came up on De­ 
cember G, 1882, and I was prepared to re­ 
ceive him. I had a num ber of legislative-, 
reporters’ desks stretched across m y office 
and tlie books laid out, so as to be able to 
Íioint to the larger errors and to convince 
lim thal there was no further use of deceiv­ 
ing me. 
We had a long and warm talk. 


FOR AN EXCURSION TO WOODLAND. 
I loaned them the money. The exeur 
siuii was a failure, and we lost the $150. A 
few days afterwards Governor l’erkins paid 
in his $75, which was credited on the tag, 
and my $75 was paid in before the end of 
the month and the tag taken up. 
A number of tags in the safe had no ref­ 
erence to office money at all. 
. 
Witness explained reference to a tag’ of 
cigars and payments to Steinman and 
others. 
Witness reviewed at length the tags cnu 
nitrated by Reynolds, many-of which he 
stated lie recollected of having personally 
paid out of his own pocket. 
On the tags 
Reynolds had him charged with bavin 
paid Jim Gannon $400. Witness said, I 
gave Reynolds $400 to pay Gannon, $250 of 
it being my personal check on tlie bank of 
Woodland. 
(Witness exhibited tlie check 
to the Court.) 
I took up ihe tags every month that were 
in for me or my friends for whom 1 was re­ 
sponsible. Reynolds held my tags for liis 
own protection. He handed me no ta; 
when lie left. There were four common 
sized envelopes, tilled with tags, in tlir 
safe, that 1 had retained as memoranda 
against individuals. 
All the tags together 
would not have amounted to more than 
$200. Tlie highest amount was $40. 
There were n o tags in the safe for money 
belonging to the State, against myself or 
friends, when Reynolds left the office. 


AFTERNOON 
SESSION. 
The testimony of D. M. Burns resumed— 
Reynolds had charge of all the ballot paper 
money, and it should have gone in the fee 
and cash book the same as money received 
for anything else, He never paid me any 
money received for any article or service 
The $1.245 Bancroft check 1 brought u] 
from 8aii Francisco myself, indorsed it and 
turned it over to him. 
The first warrant Reynolds drew for m 
was in August, 1880. I had been to Yo 
S e m ite , and when I got back I went up ti 
Lake county, where my family was. Before 
going I took $100, and told Reynolds if 
was not back before the 1st of the month 
to draw my salary. He did so, and wrote 
m e tiiat he had settled my lag and depos 
itcd $150 for me in my private drawer in 
the safe. On my return I found my tags 
taken up and the money in the safe where 
he stated. 
The warrant that lias my indorsement in 
addition to Reynolds I had him draw; after 
he drew it he brought it to me, and 1 in­ 
dorsed it and handed it back to him, to­ 
gether with $40 or $50, to take up my tags in 
the cash drawer. 
There never were thirty 
envelopes representing tags for different 
months, in the safe. I made the reports 
for 1851. Am sure that I was in Sacra­ 
mento when the settlement for January 
ls>0. was made. Reynolds did not make 
up $400 for me in that month. There was 
none of the last 1,200 ream lot of paper 
sold while I was in office. 
It was left in 
tact. The identical money that I drew for 
the $185 check went to replace money that 
1 had paid for ballot paper, and wasconsc 
quently paid in to the State. 
The following letters, in Reynolds’ hand 
writing, were received and ottered in evi­ 
dence : 
S a c r a m e n t o , Ju ly 23d. 
I)au: Í have got tlie m inutes w ritten up to 
July 1st. H ad no tim e to « rite up cash-book. 
It was a larger job thau i calculated on, and it 
w illta k e at least four diiys to finish up and 
leave evervthim r clear.

the 1st oi August u ad balance everything.

General Hart—We will prove by him 
that Meta Woodland was a deputy in the 
office ot tlie Secretary of State, performed 
certain clerical duties, for which .ilie was 
entitled to and did receive pay. 
General Carey—Well, we don't care any­ 
thing about that. We will admit. 
Wallace R. Fond was placed upon the 
stand to relate a conversation which had 
taken place between himself ami Burns, 
and which was testified to by tire latter, but 
upon motion of counsel for prosecution it 
was not permitted. 
George D. Fisk, a real estate agent of 
Woodland, testified that when D. M .Burns 
was elected to tire office of Secretary of 
State lie was worth over $30,000, and that 
his monthly income for rents was more 
than $300 a month.

Alexander lladlam testified that while 
Reynolds was acting as Deputy Secretary 
of State, he hinted 
of 
Bum s’ short­ 
ages and showed him the little nremoranda- 
book, in which lie had a record of tlie tags. 
He had been shown the book on several 
occasions and recognized tlie one in evi­ 
dence as the one referred to. When Reyn­ 
olds told him things looked crooked in lire 
office, he (Badlam) advised him to get out. 
It is understood that Controller Dunn 
will be tlie last and next witness. His 
testimony will be short, and the ease will 
be argued and submitted to the jury to-day.

P robably I nsane.—A young man named 
Frank Moran, who arrived here on the im­ 
migrant train yesterday morning, called at 
the City Dispensary about noon, with a 
confused idea that he was sick, and I)r. 
Parkinson soon saw that his ailment was 
more mental than physical, a* he appeared 
to be jn robust health, and gave him a note 
to Chief Jackson. At the station-house he 
told the officer in charge that he wanted 
“ to get a piece put in the paper '' to Col­ 
onel Hardin, of Santa Rosa, that he (Mo­ 
ran) did not intend to kill him. This he 
explained by saying that he worked on 
Colonel Hardin’s ranch, and “ the Colonel 
came to me for a prophesy, and I prophesied 
to kill him, and Ite has been after me ever 
since, whenever I get work, to drive me off, 
so that I can’t get the means to do it if I 
wanted to, hut I wouldn’t kill him if I 
could, though a man ought to be killed for 
treating a man as he hits me, and I want to 
have it put in the paper, so that he will let 
me alone. I had a job in Paradise valley, 
and he followed me up there, so that I had 
to leave.” He said he didn’t know that he 
made any such prophesy, but they told him 
he did. He did not have any recollection 
;ls to the circumstances connected with his 
leaving Hardin’s ranch, but it was over a 
year ago, and he thought he must have 
been sick. It was deemed best to lock him 
up to await the action of the Commission­ 
ers in Lunacy. 
Pardon M atters.—At the meeting of the 
Board ol State Prison Directors held at San 
Quentin on Tuesday evening, a number of 
applications were made for favorable recom­ 
mendation to the Governor for pardon on 
behalf of parties in State Prison. Among 
them was one presented by W. J. Ed­ 
monds, attorney for A. Linchcomb (col­ 
ored). who murdered a woman in a little 
house on Sixth street, between J and K. in 
this city in 1871, and was sentenced to im­ 
prisonment for life. He killed the woman 
ami then set the house on fire to cover the 
crime. 
Another colored man, named 
Williams, who claimed to be a “ voodoo,” 
was mixed up in the affair 
V. Morine, a 
former resident of Sacramento, who killed 
T. S. Gardner in Colusa county in 1876, and 
received sentence of twenty years, also re­ 
quested that his case be recommended for 
a pardon. It was claimed that the deceased, 
wiio was stabbed by Morine, died more 
from improper surgical treatment than the 
wound, as the attending surgeon had sewn 
up the cut intestines with a pack-needle 
and thread 
The Board of Directors ap­ 
pointed a committee, composed of Hen­ 
dricks. Wilkins and Devlin, to confer with 
the Governor with the view of making, in 
Sacramento, a more complete record of the 
pardons than has hitherto been done. 
Immigrants Coming.—A gentleman re­ 
cently from the East was in town yester­ 
day, as agent of a colony ot Maine people 
who desire to come to California, and he 
consulted with Dr. Latham, Secretary of 
the Immigration Association, as to where 
he could find a location of fifteen or twenty 
thousand acres, suitable for fruit, grain and 
general farming. In the afternoon he went 
up to Yuba and Butte counties to look at 
land. I. N. Hoag writes to Dr. Latham 
front Chicago that lie is receiving a great 
many applications for information from 
parlies who want to come to the State, and 
lie has no doubt there will be a big immi­ 
gration. The increase of arrivals in the 
State by the immigrant trains daily is 
marked, and it is noticeable that the con­ 
dition of those coming is more prosperous 
than generally heretofore, indicating a 
more desirable* class of settlers. The Ger­ 
man colony at Bangor, whose lands are in 
Butte and Yuba counties, is receiving con­ 
stant accessions and becoming important.

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Continued Su ccess—W liy A ll P eople 
Should Visit It. 
Very much depended and still depends 
upon the reception by this community ot 
the effort to “ run” a loan exhibition here 
for a few days. If the people show by 
large attendance a lively appreciation of 
the endeavor to found a museum here as a 
place of study and for general entertain­ 
ment and instruction, it testifies to those 
laboring in that direction that their efforts 
have not been in vain, and that they can 
go on in the work so well begun. Appre­ 
ciative response by the people means also 
expression to those who are capacitated to 
aid such works and take pleasure in them, 
that their endowments will be well be­ 
stowed. Some small help in that way has 
alreadv been given, and a disposition man­ 
ifested* to do more. But life memberships 
cannot be sold, nor 
to a inuscuni so­ 
licited, for a community indifferent to its 
benefits. Sacramento has thus far testified 
to her lively interest in the matter, to the 
taste and culture of her citizens, atffi to 
their appreciation of the efforts now being 
made. It is, however, noticeable that a 
class of people who should attend the Loan 
Exhibition have been not so largely repre­ 
sented as they should have been.

Hon. Elwood Bruner is named 
by the Bric-a-Brac Club (which has post­ 
poned its meeting to-night) as reader at the 
exhibition this evening. An invitation lias 
been forwarded to Irving M. Scott, of San 
Francisco, owner of the Rosenthal paint­ 
ing, to visit the exhibition. 
Several new exhibits were placed in the 
halls yesterday, and among them a pair of 
candlesticks, from Mrs. Stillman, that were 
made over 200 years ago. Mrs. Crocker 
heard of them in the home of the aged 
lady, on the east border of the city, and 
drove out there and secured them. It is 
evident that new exhibits would come in 
each day, even if the exhibition remained 
open a month instead of a week. 
It is a mistaken policy to walk along the 
eases and glance in only. Such a view will 
impress one with the exhibits as of small 
¡m¡>ortance. But if each exhibit is exam­ 
ined, and a little reflection had upon the 
more important, it will be found that here 
is gathered a wonderful collection of teach­ 
ing things. There is, of course, a good 
deal that is indifferent and ordinary, but 
all these have their use as contrasting with 
the valuable and teaching. For instance, 
the example of “The Lost Art” of secur­ 
ing coloring upon porcelain surfaces with­ 
out glazing them, as exhibited by Dr. Sim­ 
mons ; the entomological collection as dis­ 
played and explained by Matthew Cooke 
ami his son: the beautiful collection of 
California galls and fungi by Dr. llark- 
ness, and which play such important parts 
in medicine, chemistry, and mechanics; 
the electrical display by R. A. Fisk, with 
motors, electric light scarf ¡'in, annuncia­ 
tors, etc.; the exhumations from Indian 
mounds; the Fiji Island collections of \Y. 
II. Davis, formerly a Government officer in 
Fiji, and George Boyne, once a resident of 
Australasia; the examples of early manu­ 
facture of textile fabrics: the rich bronzes 
in the Iclii Ban department, and notably 
the inlaid vases, in which art the Japanese 
standalone; the Oriental jewels, carvings 
and curios shown by Mrs. Charles Crocker; 
the examples of the arts of Egypt, the ¡«ir- 
tntits of types of and the relics of tin- Holy 
Land, by D. I.ubin; the mosaic picture 
shown by Mrs. Crocker, and two rases re­ 
moved loose mosaic stones from the mosque 
of Omar, by D. Lubin. showing how the 
stones nppear unset and how combined they 
form what appears to be, but is not, a rich 
painting; the shell and coin collection of 
Mr. Klein; the cannibal island collection, 
by Dr. Gardner; the casts of the footprints 
of the prehistoric man, by Dr. Ilarkness; 
the splendid collection of crystalliza­ 
tions, by Mr. Klebiiz: the carvings in 
ivory shown by Mrs. E. It. Crock­ 
er and the bid Ban; the beautiful 
wares shown bv Mrs. Foye; the splendid 
gallery of paintings on the third floor: the 
contrast between modern German and old 
French art as seen in the great pictures 
“Constance de Beverley” and “ The Hol­ 
land Fish Market.” both soon now to be 
removed, never again to be shown here; 
the singularly beautiful lace work by 
women of Kayal. shown by Mrs. \V. M. 
Lyon ; the bronze ware, 2,000 years old, 
shown by the Sisters of Mercy ; the splen­ 
did collection of rare books, shown by State 
Librarian Wallis ; the old books by many 
exhibitors : relics of the late war : examples 
of the ornithology nf Sacramento county, 
by Dr. I’yburo—all these and scores «if 
others will repay days of study. It is only 
at rare, intervals that all these things can 
h<- grouped under one roof and studied 
together. Added to these are thousands of 
other exhibits of great beauty, odd interest, 
old relics, historic objects and quaint articles 
addressed to the fancy and the curiosity and 
the love of the strange and the wonderful. 
That such an exhibition should close be­ 
fore it is visited by every man, woman and 
child in Sacramento capable of appreciat­ 
ing any one thing in it, has gone to see it 
and passed hours in viewing it, would be a 
matter of sincere regret. We have 20,001 
people, and at least 18,000 should attend 
the exhibition. It will bring at least 15,000 
of these into contact with objects they have 
never seen and never will see again in all 
probability, that will be of high value to 
them simply in the seeing. That but about 
1.000 have yet attended the exhibition, and 
but two days remain in which the other 
11.000 should attend, suggests the thought 
they should begin to go early this morning 
and to-morrow. The sum charged is but a 
song and barely covers expenses, while the 
score of working committee men and wo­ 
men give their labor, time and money 
without hone of pecuniary return. Such 
unselfish labora should receive generous 
response by larger attendances to-day and 
to-morrow than on any days past.

If the crypt was so 
brightly illuminated as the face and bosom 
of Constance would indicate, why do the 
executioners peer so hardly to see the girl, 
and shade their torches that their sight 
may not be affected by a lower glare ? Art 
is great, but license is greater. Let us not 
run mad over the one or fail to rebuke the 
other in its excess. Rosenthal’s is a great 
picture, a wonderful work for young genius, 
but in management of lights I submit, 
though only a dabster, that Girard's “ Fish 
Market,” iu the same hall, is a far better 
example of artistic skill in the manage­ 
ment of lights, and vastly superior as to 
“ figures.” The theme is unpoetie, blit ex­ 
cept that, the French picture, as truer to 
nature, is the better picture, and worthy 
more of attention than it receives.

Granting to parties herein named the 
privilege to construct, maintain and 
operate a Street Railroad in the 
City of Sacramento, and granting to 
them the right of way for said Street 
Railroad over, upon and along cer­ 
tain streets in the City of Sacra­ 
mento. 


m llE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CITY 
X 
of Sacramento do ordain us follows: 
Section 1. There is hereby granted to K. S., J. 
T. and G. IV. Carey, their heirs and assigns, sub­ 
ject to the provisions of the statutes governing 
the' city of Sacramento, the right to construct, 
lay down, repair, m aintain and operate, for the 
term of fifty years from and after the passage of 
this ordinance, a single or double-track street 
railway or railroad, with all necessary or con­ 
venient tracks for curves, turnouts, switches, 
side tracks, stations, turn-tables and append­ 
ages, and to propel cars thereon by horse or mule 
power, or by wire ropes runniug under the 
streets and moved by stationary steam engines, 
and to collect, receive and retain fare and com­ 
pensation for the use thereof, in, through, on, 
over or along, and in, through, on over and 
along the following streets and parts of streets 
in the city of Sacramento, that is to say : Com­ 
mencing at the Central Pacific Railroad Depot, 
at the northern end of Second street in said city, 
running thence along Second to K, thence aloiig 
K to Tenth, thence along Tenth to O, thence 
along O to Twentieth, thence along Twentieth 
to II. thence along H to Tenth, thence along 
Tenth (10th) to K; also, from the intersection of 
K and Tenth streets along K to Twentieth. 

The rate of fare on such railroad or 
railway must not exceed the sum of five cents 
for a single fare.
